| Feeling Is Growing That 
Proper Progress Is Not 
Being Made by the Coun- 
cil of Four. 


|ALL OF THE LAST WEEK |

Paris, March 29.—The feeling is 
growing among the members of the 
‘American delegation to the peace 
conference that proper progress is 
not being made by the council of 
four towards a settlement of the 
great questions upon which the 
treaty must be founded. All of the 
last week was virtually lost, or rath+ 
er marked by such a series of ad- 
vances and retreats as only served 
to irritate those members who are 
earnestly seeking a solution of the 
various problems. 

Last evening when it was thought 
an agreement had been reached on 
the question of reparation, a back- 
ward step was taken through the 
sudden introduction by one of the 
parties interested of an entirely 
new basis of adjustment._.It is said 
that the proceedingsg®nhave been 
marked throughout? by just 
abandonments of positiOns when it 
had been supposed an pony 
was in prospect. _ 

In the matter of reparations the 
question was brought back to origi- 
i nal demands which had already been 
found excessive or impracticable by 
a majority of the council. 

There are indications of a sharp 
issue impending on this method of 
procedure. Among the American 
delegation it is felt, it is also indi- 
cated that better progress should be 
insisted upon, even if it requires 
the adoption of something like a clo- 
ture rule, 

FRANCE DEMANDS 
OLD BOUNDARIES. 

Paris, March 29.—After most of 
the day in conference with the three 
premiers, President Wilson late this 
afternoon spent some time in a dis- 
cussion with Thomas Lamont and 
Norman Davis, members of the su- 
preme economic council and the fi- 
nancial advisers of the American 
delegation, regarding reparations. 
Several formulas are under consid- 
eration and such progress has been 
made as to justify the expectation 
that this subject will be firally dis-

In laying her claims before the 
council of four, France asked, first 
of all, that her boundaries, as fixed 
by the treaty of Paris, May 30, 1814, 
be restored to her, together with 
the Sarr basin. In the Rhine proyv- 
inces on the left bank of the Rhine, 
it was stipulated, the Germans 
should have political autonomy, but 
should not be permitted to estab- 
lish fortifications, occupy the terri- 
tory with armed forces, nor contro! 
the railways. Thus the Rhine would 
serve France as a natural frontier. 


The treaty of Paris in 1814 pro- 
vided that France renounce her 
welaims on Belgium and the left 
bank of the Rhine and return to 
the boundaries as they existed in 
1792, before the revolution. This 
compelled France to confine her- 
self to the provinces of Alsace and 
Lorraine, west of the Rhine, those 
territories having been under French 
control since 1689. It was erronhe- 
ously reported from Paris last 
night that France had demanded 
her 1914 frontiers, which would 
have excluded Alsaceand Lorraine 
from her claims before the peace 
conference.

Washington, March 39.—Increase 
of 20 per cent in domestic telegraph 
rates, effective April 1, were an- 
nounced today by Postmaster Gen- 
eral Burleson. 

Increased Cost of Operation. 

The increase was agreed upon at 
a meeting of the federal wire board, 
and was made necessary, Mr. Burle- 
son's announcement said, to meet 
“the increased cost of operation, 
occasioned by wage increases now 
in effect, made during the past 
year.” Mr. Burlson added that the 
advance would be “barely suffi- 
cient” for this purpose. ‘ 

The order affects both govern- 
ment and commerical messages, but 
it was announced that there would 


be no increase in special press rates. 
'for newspapers or 


in charges for 
special wires leased by press asso- 
ciations and newspapers. 

Under the order, however, com- 
mercial and government leased wires 
will be charged for at an advance 
of twenty per cent over existing 
rates whether such wires be fur- 
nished by a telegraph or telephone 
system under government control. 

The Burleson Schedule. 

Mr. Burleson’s order follows:

Paris, March 29.—President Wil- 
son and the premiers, constituting 
the council of war, gave Marshal 
Foch instructions today regarding 
the situation at Danzig, where the 
Germans have refused to permit the 
landing of Polish troops. 

The nature of the instructions 
will probably not be revealed until 
they are made Known in Germany. 

The military situation at Danzig, 
where negotiations are under way 
for the passage through Germany of 
three Polish legions intended for 
service with the Polish army, is ex- 
plained by military experts attached 
to the peace commission in a dif- 
ferent manner from the explanation 
given in dispatches from Berlin. 

The German Purpose. 
It is said that the German pur- 


movement of these troops so as to 
avoid unnecessary chance of fric- 
tion or hostile collisions with the 
German populace in the region to 
be traversed. Therefore, while 
Danzig was named in the armistice 
as the port of debarkation best 
adapted for the purpose, it is re- 
garded by the military authorities 
as only proper that the _ entente 
commanders should consider any 
proposition by the German authori- 
ties looking to the use of other Ger- 
man ports as not a violation of the 
armistice. 

So far is known nothing, in the 
nature of an ultimatum hes been 
delivered and it is believed that the 
issue will be settled satisfactorily 
without a breach. 

: One source of delay has been 
| found in the failure to secure quick- 
| ly the shipping necessary to con- 
| vey the Polish legions to the Ger- 
_man port of debarkation. It will 
| require thirty ships of five thousand 
tons each and two months’ time to 
complete the movement, and nego- 
tiations have not been completed for 
furnishing this large amount of 
| transport. 

Outbreak Reported at Danzig. 

| A rumor was in Circulation here 
| last night that the inter-allied mis- 
;£10n at Danzig had been interned. 
This morning's newspapers, how- 
ever, declare that no confirmation 
of this rumor had been received in 
French official quarters. 

According to the Paris edition of 
The London Daily Mail, a telegram 
received at the French foreign of- 
fice reported serious disorders had 
occurred at Danzig, instigated by 
the Pan-Germans, The demonstra- 
tions are declared to have been die 
rected at the inter-allied mission. 
Although no hostile action was 
taken against it, the mission is re- 
ported to have been Virtually es- 
topped from functioning.

Na- 
tions must not let themselves be- 
lieve tnat in having drawn up a 
paper constitution the peace of the 
world has been made secure. If 
they allow themselves to be misled 
by this policy they will only be re- 
awakened by ® new war. They have 
to see that the league of nations 
is made an effective instrument for 
the solution of every international 
problem by their own readiness to 
make sacrifices in its behalf. 

“The United States and 
Britain, who have taken 
leading and honorable part in pro- 
moting this beneficent scheme, 
must give a practical demonstration 
of. their belief in it.

AS TO GERMAN SENATE 


Weimar, March 29.—The commit- 
tee on a German constitution of the 
national assembly agreed today, af- 
ter long debate, upon the make-up 
of the national council, or senate. 


It will be composed of one member 
for each 1,000,000 of population, 
with districts having a surplus of 
more than 500,000 receiving an ad- 
ditional member. 

If by this arrangement the repre- 


sentation of Prussia falls below 
twenty-four members, a new Plan 
will be worked.out to give Prussia 
at least twenty-four. States with 
less than 500,000 population will 
have a representative only if it is 
recognized that they have special 
economic rights. 

These conditions will remain in 
force for two years when each state 
will be given at least one repre- 
sentative, with one representative 


for each 1,000,000 of population in| 


the larger states.

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BUILDING SHOWS 
BiG IMPROVEMENT 


Operations During March 
of This Year Have Far 
Exceeded Those of Any 
Month of Last Year. 


Building operations, which have 
been almost at a standstill since 
the war began, during the month of 
March far exceeded those of any 
“month during last year, according 
to the monthly report of building 
Statistics compiled by D. C. Law- 
hon, assistant secretary of the 
chamber of commerce, which has 
been forwarded to The Manufac- 
turer’s Record, well-known Balti- 
more publication, 

The information contained in the 
report was compiled by C. J. Bow- 


en, city building inspector, at tne 
request of Mr. Lawhon, and shows 
that during the month of March a 
total of 251 building permits were 
issued, involving an expenditure 
of $721,286, as against 192 permits 
in February involving $401,233 ana 
‘1590 permits in January involving 
$289,585. 

The figures show increases over 
the 1918 operations of $149,804 for 
January, $109,435 for February and 
$186,404 for March, irrespective of 
the fact that there are two more 
fays in the present month not yet 
counted, , 

Mr. Lawhon said Saturday that if 
the present rate of increase is matn- 
tained throughout the year the 
value of the new structures begun 
in Atlanta during 1919 will pron- 
ably double those of 1918. The 
grand total of building operations 
during last year were approximate- 
ly $3,500,000. Homes are being built 
in the city at the rate of two a day, 
according to the report. : 

Mr. Bowen -said that very few 
large structures are now being bullt 
in the city, aside from apartment 
houses. He also said that the real 
estate dealers report that there are 
very few vacant houses in Atlanta 
and that many residents are now oc- 
cupying old dwellings because they 
cannot secure better accommoda- 
tions. He said that local contrac- 
tors and architects report an un- 
precedented volume of proposed 
structures despite the present high 
prices of building materials.

While Troup Howard, a brother 
'of Chesley Howard, of the firm of 
Inman & Howard, was born in Bibb 
county, it was in Atlanta he grew 
to manhood, was educated, and 
where he followed the cotton bus!- 
ness until he went to Liverpool, 
England, eighteen years ago as tne 
representative of the widely-known 
cotton mercantile firm of Inman, 
Akers & Inman.

What Is Situation 
With Regard to Lumber? 


Let’s get back to the beginning of 
the war and trace it up to the pres- 
ent, 

In 1914, right in the midst of the 
building season, came the war. It 
played hob with the building indus- 
try. For over 60 per cent of the 
building of the country is done on 
borrowed money—and when the 
banks tighten up on their loans as 
they did in 1914, the first thing to 
suffer is this 60 per cent. It be- 
comes impossible to get money, and 
the projects have to be abandoned. 
This is what happened in 1914. 

In 1915 the situation was 
much changed for the better. Hard 
times had come—our first reaction 
toward the war. 

All during 1916 and 1917 the de- 
mand for lumber was below normal. 
The only building Was for war fac- 
tories, or government needs, and 
while thgse projects created a live- 
ly demand for certain grades of 
lumber the total amount of busi- 
ness was less than normal; for, with 
such unsettled conditions, people 
did not want to tie up large sums 
in building. 

It was well along in 1917 before 
lumber climbed to the nermal price 
line where it was in 1913—this tn 
spite of the fact that food, clothing, 
iron, steel, ete., had soared amaz- 
ingly and the purchasing power of 
the dollar had dropped accordingly. 

Since 1917, the lumber manufac- 
turers have turned their resources 
to getting out spruce for airplane 
construction, heavy timbers for 
docks and ships, and other lumber 
for shipbuilding.

In other words, the average in Class 1 in 
Georgia was greater than the national av- 
erage. 

This fact is especially significant for the 
reason that in Georgia a greater per cent 
of the registrants were married and there- 
fore presumably a greater per cent had de- 
pendents than in any other state in the na- 
tion. Therefore, it would seem that Geor- 
gia should have had more exemptions or 


Big Percentage Married. 


Of the total registrants of June 5, 1917, 
to September 12, 1918, 55.36 per cent of 
Georgia registrants were married. This is 
the highest percentage of any state in the 
The national average of married reg- 


tration. 

After the passage of the law on May 18, 
1917, there were 10,828 registrants in Geor- 
gia who subsequently married. However, of 
this number 7,650 were either in the mili- 
tary or naval forces of the United States 
or stood or awaited their call. This is 70.65 
per cent of the recent married who were 
either in the service or awaited their call, 


The percentage in Georgia was higher than 
any other state in the union. 

Therefore, we may presume that Georgia 
had few slacker marriages than any other 
state. 


Registration and Inductions. 


Of the total 549,020 in Georgia, there 
were 328,239 white registrants and 220,781 
colored registrants. In other words, 59.78 
per cent of the registrants in Georgia were 
white. Of the white registrants of June 5 
to November 11, 1918, there were 32,538, or 
32.04 per cent, inducted into the service. 
Of ihe coloréd registrants, there were 34,303, 


inducted into the service. This shows that,

Assigned to Barracks. 

After the welcome home, the men 
were assigned to their barracks and 
after carrying straw for. several 
blocks for their bed sacks, made 
ready for their short stay in Camp 
Gordon. 

One of the most thrilling sights 
at the camp yesterday afternoon was 
the assigning of men to remain at 
the camp for the week-end. Each 
and. every boy wanted a week-end 
pass and his relatives were here to 
see that he received it. But military 
rule bids that a certain per cent of 
the men remain off pass and on duty. 


Numbers were placed in hats and 
those who were lucky enough to 
escape the blanks washed and were 
whisked away for their long-timed 
celebration. 

One of the first men to break the 
line of provost guards and welcome 
the boys back was Dr. E. C. Davis, 
formerly major with the unit. Or- 
ders-had been given that no one was 
to be allowed on the track on which 
the troop train pulled in on. Dr. 
Davis escaped through the crowd 
and when accosted, ran _ saying: 
“These are my boys, I have worked 


them right now.” So quick were his 
actions that he jumped on the train 
| and was hand-shaking with officers 
and men before the train came toa 
stop.

One of the happiest men 
returning unit, was its genial and 
popular commander, Lieutenant Cvi- 
onel Cyrus W. Strickler, one of At- 
lanta’s most widely Known physi- 
cians and surgeons. “It sure feels 
good to be back in old Atianta,” 
said the colonel, as he shook the 
hand of Mayor Key. “We have done 
our work, the war is over, and I 
know each and every man in this 
unit is very desirous of getting 
down to hard work in eivil life 
again. I want to say that words 
cannot express the good feeling and 
comradeship that existed in the 
Emory unit. They were hard work- 
ers, real soldiers and men of the 
highest type.’ 

From the number of machines 
congregated about the area in which 
the boys are housed, it seemed that 
relatives believed they could take 
the boys right home with them. 
This was not so, for fires had to 
be started, the area policed and the 
barracks made ready for the num- 
ber who were forced to remain on 
duty. 

When the Emory unit left Atlan- 
ta for “overseas” exactly 200 were 
included in their number. Return- 
ing Saturday were 185. The fifteen 
lost to the unit were transferred 
to other hospitals, owing to the 
experience gained while on the oth- 
er side. Not a member of the unit 
suffered severe illness and no deaths 
reported. It is said that the Emory 
unit was one of the best trained 
and had the best physical and med- 
ical material of any similar unit in 
the United States service. 

During its service in France, the 
Emory unit occupied a Blois wagon 
factory that had been converted into 
an up-to-date field hospital. There 
were almost 10,000 cases hindled 
by the local boys. These wounded 
men were brought back from the 
front and received the attention of 
Atlanta’s proud sons. In this way, 
the Emorv unit was kept in ciose 
contact with all the horrors of war 
— entering into actual com-

I WILL BUILD MY CHURCH

Our Lord’s rejoinder to Peter's 
soulful testimony that Jesus is the 
Christ is of eternal significance. 

“And Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Blessed art thou, Simon 
Barjona; for flesh and blood hath 
not revealed it unto thee, but my 
Father which is in heaven. And I 
say also unto thee, That thou art 
Peter, and upon this rock I will 
build my church; and the gates of 
hell shall not prevail against it.” 
(Matt. 16:17-18.) 

It will be remembered that Si- 
mon, son of Jonas, on the occasion 
of his first recorded interview with 
Jesus Christ, had received from 
the Lord’s lips the distinguishing 
name-title, Peter, or in the Aramaic 
tongue, Cephas, the English equiv- 
alent of which is rock or stone. 
(John 1:42.) The name was con- 
firmed upon the Apostle on the 
occasion now under consideration. 

In the course of the general 
apostacy subsequent to the ancient 
apostolic ministry, a grossly mis- 
leading doctrine gained currency, to 
the effect that Peter himself was 
the rock upon which the Church 
of Jesus Christ was to be founded. 
Let it suffice here to say that a 
church founded or made dependent 
upon Peter or any other man would 
be Peter’s or that other man’s 
church, but certainly not the 
Church of Jesus Christ. See Book 
of Mormon, 3 Nephi 27. 

That upon Peter rested the re- 
sponsibility of presidency in the 
ministry of the Church, after the 
ascension of the Resurrected 
Christ, is not questicned; but that 
he was even typically the founda- 
tion upon which the Church of 
Jesus Christ was built is at once 
palpably unscriptural and untrue. 

This is the fact of surpassing 
importance—that God the Father 
had revealed to Pete: knowledge, 
beyond all question of doubt, that 
Jesus Christ i. the Messiah, the 
veritable Son of the Living *God. 
Individual revelation from God to 
man is the Divine principle here 
announced and affirmed. The fact 
that Peter had not derived his tes- 
timony from the teachi.gs of flesh 
and blood, nor by any exercise of 
purely human function, is plainly 
set forth; and with equal certitude 
follows the affirmation that the God 
of heaven had revealed the great 
truth to the man. 

Peter’s knowledge was of a kind 
apart from all that man may find 
out for himself; it was a Divine 
bestowal, in comparison with which 
human knowledge is foolishness, 
and the treasures of earth but 
dross. 

Then follows in immediate se- 
quence the Lord’s avowal that upon 
this rock would He build His 
Church. The sure foundation, 
against which even the powers of 
hell would not be able to prevail, 
could not have been the weak and 
mortal fisherman; and the identifi- 


cation of Peter with the rock to 
which Christ referred is untenable 
even on philological grounds, 
through the use of different gen- 
ders in the original Greek nouns. 
By direct revelation from God 
Peter knew that Jesus was the 
Christ; and upon revelation, as a 
rock of secure foundation, the 
Church of Jesus Christ was to be 
built. By Divine revelation alone 
could or can the Church of Jesus 
Christ be builded and maintained; 
and revelation of necessity implies 
revelators, through whom the will 
of God may be made known re 
specting His Church. 

As a gift from God comes the 
testimony of Christ into the heart 
of man. This principle was af- 
firmed by the Master’s teachings 
at Capernaum: “No man can come 
to me, except the Father which 
hath sent me draw him.” And 
furthermore: “No man can come 
unto me, except it were given unto 
him of my Father.” (John 6:44, 65). 

Peter’s \ presidency among the 
Apostles was abundantly manifest 
and generally recognized after the 
close of our Lord’s mortal life; but. 
though Peter was for a brief period 
the presiding minister of the 
Church, that Church was not Pe 
ter’s but Christ’s; and the. founda- 
tion was and is no man, but the 
word of revelation that proceedeta 
out of the mouth of God, and to this 
there shall be no end. 

Ponder the words of an ancient 
seer and revelator, who spoke by 
the authority of heaven: “Wo be 
unto him that shall say, We have 
received the word of God, and we 
need no more of the word of God, 
for we have enough.” (Book of 
Mormon, 2 Nephi 28:29.) 

And note the word of later reve- 
lation, affirming that the voice of 
God is again heard in the earth: 
“Proving to the world that the Holy 
Scriptures are true, and that God 
does inspire men and call them to 
His holy work in this age and gen- 
eration, as well as in generations 
of old, thereby showing that He is 
the same God yesterday, today, and 
forever. Amen.” (Doctrine Cove- 
nants 20:11-12.) 

Then consider the solemn ad- 
monition: “Build upon my rock, 
which is my gospel. Deny not the 
Spirit of revelation, nor the Spirit 
of prophecy, for wo unto him that 
denieth these things.” (Doctrine & 
Covenants 11:24-25.) 

Revelation from God ‘to His serv- 
ants, invested with the Holy Priest- 
hood by authorized ordinance as 
was Peter, is the impregnable rock 
upon which the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints ig 
founded.

Rond Market Losses. 


Financial interests are more or 
less disturbed at the material loss 
in market values which has taken 
place in the bond market in the 
last two weeks, especially in the 
bonds of foreign governments. The 
declines in foreign exchange would 
account for the weakness in the 
foreign issues, but on those which 
are payable in the United States, 
principal and interest both, declines 
in exchange should not have had 
more than a sentimental offset. 

The spread of anarchy In Europe, 
or rather in central and southwest- 
ern nations, has had its effects on 
foreign securities, however. The 
weakness in the railroad and indus- 
trial bond list has been due in part 
to selling in preparation for the 
government bond issue and partly 
due to the expectation that the new 
issue will compete with bonds of 
corporations unless the latter work 
down to a basis where the yield w ill 
be more attractive. It is the opinion 
of experienced bond traders that the 
market for bonds will suffer fur- 
ther reaction until the Victory Lib- 
erty Loan is out of the way, and 
that then bond prices will advance 
and the market experience great 
uctivity. Towards the end of the 
vear and in 1920, bond men look 
for the greatest activity in bonds 
ehat has ever been seen.

Too many tales 
of hardship have come out of Si- 
beria to attract people to the Sibe- 
rian gold fields. The truth is that 
conditions in Siberia are more fa- 
vorable for gold mining than 
Alaska. 

The gold fields of Yemissey, Lena 
and Amour are well known, but the 
knowledge about them is only very 
general. The Russian government 
is in possession of rich geological 
material which wants careful ex- 
amination to make it furnish a 
starting point for further discovery. 
Russia's gold mines have never been 
exploited on a large scale, and it 
is only large-scale exploitation 
which can ever do ahything resem- 
bling justice to the gold fields of 
Siberia. 

In spite of such a sorry state of 


affairs, Russia’s output of gold was | 


in 1913, 76 tons, most of it coming 
from eastern Siberia. 

There is in southern Russia near 
Nikitovka a very important deposit 
of quicksilver ore, which has also 
been stated by Russian geologists 
to exist in the Urals, the Transbai- 
Kal, eastern Siberia and in the Cau- 
casus. In the Caucasus particularly 
the presence of antimony has been 
proven in sevéral places, along with 
the presence of nickel and cobalt, 
but the extent of the deposits has 
never been looked into. Wolfram 
beds have also been found in the 
Transbaikal, but their extent has 


| never been investigated. The Urals 


are also rich in chromium and ferro- 
chromium, of which 1,000 tons a 
year have been produced. ’ 

Beds of iron pyrites have been 
found in the Urals and in the Olon- 
etzk region in the north. Molybdona, 
bismuth and vanadium, very rare 
metals, have also been discovered, 
but never investigated. 

Salt is found in inexhaustible 
quantities. It is one of Russia’s 
chief products. The rock salt of 
Tletzk is ferrominous. In the prov- 
ince of Ekaterineslav in southern 
Russia there are very rich salt de- 
but they are worked only 
superficially. Solar salt is found in 
the greatest quantities in Baskunt- 
chak lake in the» government of 
Astrakhan, along the Black sea 
coasts. in the Crimea and especially 
near Odessa. Boiling brine salt is 
found in the area of the Perm gov- 
ernment, along the the Kama river 
and in Salviansk (south of Russia). 

The general output of salt __is 
about 2,600,000 tons a year, suffi- 
cient to supply Russia’s own needs. 
This quantity could be increased al- 
most without limit when up-to-date 
methods were introduced. Yet with 
all her inexhaustible supplies. of 
salt, supplies which could take care

Steals of Second 


| Often More Needed 


Than Third Theft 


Stealing Third Less Diffi- 
cult Than Pilfering Sec- 
ond, But Done -Much 
Less Often, Says Vet- 
eran Umpire. 


By Billy Evans, 


Often the query is raised as to why 
third base isn’t stolen more often. 
The answer is usually the same, 
that the situations that arise do not 
call for the steal of third, as often 
as they do a theft of second. Base 
runners will admit stealing third 
is not as difficult as pilfering sec- 
ond. Yet steals of third are rare 
in comparison with those of second. 

When a man reaches first base he 
is not given much consideration as 
a scoring possibility, particularly if 
he gets to first @after one or two 
are out. Under such conditions it 
requires a long two-base hit to score 
him, or a couple of singles. The 
moment a base runner reaches sec- 
ond base, he is given serious consid- 
eration as a scoring possibility.

London, March 29.—(Special.)— 
The war has been the greatest ob- 
ject lesson, which Britain in the 
course of her is'and history, has ever 
experienced. It has shown weak 
spots in her armor which were un- 
dreamt of, and today she is busy 
endeavoring to make good. 

Prior to the war, Britain was 
faced with many menaces. Impor- 
tant raw material under enemy con- 
trol, semi-manufactured products of 
vital importance made only by the 
enemy, finished articles essential 
to Britain’s staple industries or to 
her fighting services drawn almost 
entirely from enemy sources—these 
were some of the problems with 
which England was faced. 

The importance of research work 
in England received, at this time, 
not encouragement from the state, 
but was left entirely to individual 
enterprise, but in the summer of 
1915 the British government ‘began 
to recognize the folly of its conduct 
and set itself the task of encourag- 
ing and organizing scientific re- 
search by direct state aid.

Keeping Cash Account. 


The keeping of a cash account is 
one of the tasks of farm bookkeep- 
ing that is very exacting and at the 
same time most interesting. Un- 
less every cash transaction is 
promptly jotted down, one will get 
into difficulties when trying to bal- 
ance the books at the end of the 
month. One never realizes in just 
what ways and how many ways 
their money gets away from them 
until they keep a cash account; a 
study of this account made when 
jotting down the items and again 
when posting them in the ledger 
will reveal many surprises to those 
| who have never kept account of their 
expenses. previously. Farm _ tools 
and machinery and repairs, house- 
hold equipment and expenses, fer- 
tilizers, very often feed, work stock 
and other live stock, seed, and such 
things require more outlay than one 
would imagine. 

The fertilizer item should set one 
to thinking and convince him of the 
necessity of preserving all home 
sources of fertilizer and increasing 
the amount of manure in every way 
possible. When the cost of farm ma- 
chinery is seen it loom up higher 
than one would have expected, the 
owner’s eyes must be opened to the 
fact that the deterioration of ma- 
chinery is very rapid and that it 
will pay him to take better care of 
his tools, house them when not fn 
use and keep them painted so that 
when they do have to stand out fn 
the weather, the elements will not 
have such easy work in reducing 
them to the scrap heap; also to keep 
all nuts tight and prevent the ex- 
cessive wear that always takes place 
when nuts are loose and a machine 
“ramshackly” as a result.

CHANGES PROPOSED 
IN THE ARMY COURTS 


Washington, March 29.—Lieuten- 
ant Colonel C. V. Porter, of the 
judge advocate general's office, sub- 
mitted a statement today to the 
special committee of the American 
Bar association embodying changes 
in the military system which he 
said would bring about improve- 
ment in administration of justice. 
The committee is investigating 
army courts-martial at the request 
of Secretary Baker. 

Colonel Porter’s main recommen- 
dation was the organization of a 
special and distinct corps of law- 
yers who would serve as judge ad- 
vocates, one portion to serve the 
prosecution and the other the de- 
fense in the courts-martial. He also 
recommended reduction in the num- 
ber of members of a general court 
from thirteen to three or five and 
the assignment of counsel to the 
accused at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 

Colonel Porter has been a prac- 
ticing lawyer for nine years, and 
served as judge advocate with the 
army both in this country and 
France. 

Washington, March 29.—Major An- 
drew J. Copp, Jr., of the judge ad- 
vocate general’s office, declared in 
a statement today that military jus- 
tice, as now administered, operated 
more swiftly, had more checks 
against miscarriage,. and came 
nearer being perfect than did civil 
justice. He submitted records of 


the courts-martial at Camp Sheridan, 
while he was judge advocate there.

But, we cannot do it as long as we ourselves fail to show our 
interest by supporting it, for when we go to the outsider with the sad 
story that, with 30,000 women backing the institution, we cannot raise 
the $3,000 needed annually to run it, we are wasting breath in asking 
others to pour in their money where we hesitate to put our own. 

Think it over. Then I know the checks will begin to go in to Mrs. 
Willet for current expenses and for a permanent endowment.

The financial report on the Tallulah Falls school given elsewhere 


“Yo be $1,138.75, with only two active working spring months remaining. 
With a fixed budget of 33,000, reduced to a minimum before being 
presented to the district presidents for apportionment to the districts, 
we find ourselves confronted with the fact that two-thirds of the 
pledged support of the school is yet to be raised. These figures bring 
to us the cold, unrelenting truth, that unless prompt action is taken 
by the clubs a serious deficit faces our school. Neither of your directors 
has ever been forced to report to the conventions one dollar of indebt- 
edness upon the school since it was built. We instinctively dread 
debt; we know that disaster and ruin comes upon institutions thus 
. burdened, and for this reason we make strenuous efforts to keep out 
' of debt. 

i We club women willingly served our country as long as we were. 
' needed. We bore our burdens bravely and we silently suffered and 
| sorrowed together. Does it not seem fitting, with the promise of world 
_ peace and of a new era in the world’s history being ushered in; with,

The present work of the class is 
to aid the rural schools, including 
a factory school of this county, in 
introducing home economics into 
the curriculum. Demonstrations and 
lectures will be given to the pa- 
trons of these schools and maga- 
zines distributed among them to 
Stimulate their interest. But it is 
hoped that the children will be par- 
ticularly interested. We believe 
that the best way to teach a people 
to live properly is to begin with the 
children, and that home economics 
should be taught in every grade of 
every school.

CURRENT EVENTS FROM A WOMAN’S POINT OF VIEW 


The Red Cross and Its 


Reconstruction Program. 


The appointment of Doctor Livingston Farrand as director of the 
work of the Red Cross in the forthcoming peace program marks a 
new epoch in the history of the American Red Cross society as the 
greatest of world relief organizations, with a permanent plan of opera- 


tion and activity. 


It was the one permanent organization of the kind which accom- 
plished great things, and had the organization through which to extend 
its forces when the need came, and when at the beginning of America’s 
participation in the war, the department of the War Council was or- 


ganized with Henry P. Davison as the director. 


Elsewhere there is 


published in The Constitution today, the report of Mr. Davison, which 
every American should read. The report is brief but it summarizes the 
stupendous work of the Red Cross during the war period and expresses 
the business genius of the man who steered the work of the organiza- 
tion surely and potently into every country where the scourge of war 


had fallen. 


In noting the finished work of the war council, Mr. Davison intro- 
duces the plan for the continuance of the Red Cross work, in a perma- 
nent program of humanitarianism as follows: 

“Immediately on the signing of the armistice the war council insti- 
tuted studies to determine when the strictly war work of the organi- 
zation would be sufficiently matured to enable the director of affairs 


to be resumed by a permanent staff. 
of heads of all Red Cross commissions to canvass the situation. 


There was a conference in Paris 
After 


_ considering all the factors it was concluded to make the transition 
~- March 1.” 
That the Red Cross is the world recognized relief organization, no 


one can doubt, who has had'‘any part in war relief work. 


In the 


choatic condition which existed at the beginning of the war when new 
organizations were started and old organizations took on relief work 
legitimately that of the Red Cross; when there was duplicated effort, 
and a great deal of lost motion, the Red Cross banner patiently floated, 
and the organization in its dignity, and fidelity to cause, stood its 
ground and became the one outstanding organization in harmony with 
others, and finally absorbing with its universal spirit, the relief work 
for the war sufferers being done by all old and new organizations. 
The forces of the Red Cross organization extended into every com- 
munity large enough to call a group of people together, and with the 
Same far-reaching influence the Red Cross went into every country 
where there was hand reaching for help whether it was that of a dying 
soldier or a helpless woman, or a hungry little child. 
Even now with the League of Nations planned to bring on a world 
peace, and with new blessings coming in the new era, there will still 
be a great deal of work needed to reconstruct the forces of the people 


n nations, who have been almost destroyed by this war.

till be the call made upon those people who can help to keep on 


elping the people who need it. 


To continue this is the work of 


umanity-loving people everywhere, and the Red Cross is the logical 
ermanent organization through which to push the work. 
In his first official message to the Red Cross Doctor Farrand 
makes clear the purposes of the new program, when he says: 
“While the chief energies of the Red Cross must still, for a 


‘short time, be devoted to the program of war, the program of 
peace, broader and more fundamentally important, -is opening 


before our eyes. 


In reality it is already taking shape, and the

Of war will allow new obligations to be assumed, 


Business and Professional Women. 


The initiative meeting of the State Federation of Professional and 
Business Women, held in Atlanta Thursday afternoon, was a most in- 
teresting occasion, and assembled the women leaders of women in 
business and the professions, as well as women fteaders in all matters 
which pertain to the interests of all women individually or in organized 


groups. 


The organization of business and professional women is not 


a new movement, but it is to bring together all these separate organi- 
zations into one federation which the new movement is making for, 
having as its preliminary purpose the use of such a force in the recon- 
struction program as it relates to the professional and business women 


of the nation. 


The old principle of “in union there is strength’ stands out in this 
as in other movements of the kind, and at once suggests the advantage 
there is to the young untrained, inexperienced professional or business 
women being brought in an organized relation to the women leaders in 
the professions and in business, in this after-war period when so many 
young women are entering the professions and business, many of them 
just out of school and many of them limited in their training. 

' That the new federation stands as a harmonious link between the 
employer and employee, in its principles and purposes, was the presence 
. as promoters of the federation of a group of Atlanta women who are 
leaders in the life of the community, as well as being the wives of men, 


employers of large numbers of women. 


These women will be on the 


board of directors as recognizing the value of the force of an organiza- 
tion which represents the trained woman of the community, as well as 
representing the co-operative spirit which should exist between the 
women of the nation in their every interest, and in recognition of the 
application of the principle of the ideal democracy. 

Significant of the inspiration of the federation, which is backed by 
the National Young Woman’s Christian association, was the presence 
and participation in the meeting of the head of the Young Woman's 
Christian association of Atlanta, Mrs. Archibald Davis, who so well 
knows the need there is for every influence being brought to tne 


younger women of the business world and the professions; no greater | 


influence than that which must result from the bringing together in 
an organization and federation of the younger and less experienced 
women with those women who, through their genius, talent or ability, 
have become women leaders or women of well-known accomplishments. 

Far from the aggressive spirit which might be construed in the 


coming closer together of the business and professional women, in or- | 


ganization, the whole motive of the new organization is the harmonious 


spirit to develop the woman force through the individual, that force as 
‘expressed by the trained women of the nation as they make with all 
other women for a national prosperity and a better civilization. 

In the federation will be the woman welfare workers, the women 
managers in insurance and in all lines of business, the women who 
are indispensable in the banking institutions and trust companies, and 
the women secretaries in all business corporations, women doctors, 
lawyers, statisticians, novelists, publicists, newspaper women; those 
who have made their records in the line of advertising, women editors, 
and essayists, women teachers, women nurses in every line of that 
profession, women architects, illustrators, 
women interior decorators, women lecturers, and women as they re- 
ate to every profession and line of business. 

In indorsing the federation Mrs. John King Ottley, wife of the presi- 
dent of the Fourth National bank of Atlanta, which institution employs 
cashiers, 


sixty women, including tellers, 
writers and stenographers, said: 


“All the trained common sense that can be brought to bear on 
the big problems facing the business woman, like every element of 
society, is needed to meet the conditions that are looming in the 
immediate future, and nowhere is it to be found to greater degree 


than among women in business. 


“It will be pre-eminently the part of the women, in the rapidly 
changing order of things, to see that the important things of life, 
the essentials of civilization, be preserved. 

“For the young woman just ente mg upon business and the big 
things of life, nothing could be mo 4 valuable than the backing of 
the organized force of the business women who have made good, and 
such an organization can carry to all its members the message of 
new opportunities and broader chances, more reliably, more quickly, 
“the message could otherwise percolate through.”

Atlanta is today confronted by 4 
crisis. 

There are a thousand men and 
women walking the streets looking 
for houses; and there are no 
houses. 

There are not, all told, a dozen 
“for rent” signs in the residential 
sections of the city; and the houses 
that are offered—a mere handful 
at most—are generally not tenant- 


able. 


The situation is not only acute; |

The demand for renting proper- 
ties is closely followed by the de.

One condition has influenced the 
other. 

The tenant, who for several 
years has been living in a rented 
house, and whose bunch of rent re- 
ceipts is even more worthless than 
the paper upon which they are 
written, has found the house he has 
occupied sold from under him. 
has been forced to seek another 
house; and hundreds of them are 
thus seeking today without results. 

There are hundreds of new citi- 
zens arriving 
month. They are looking for 
homes. 

Many of them are buying. Thus 
the old tenant properties are being 
converted into home-ownership 
properties; and the old tenants are 


left homeless—and in the present) 


crisis hopeless. 

On the other hand, this lack of 
supply of renting houses is forcing 
sales; and the ‘for sale” supply is 
almost as inadequate to the de- 
mand as the “for rent” supply. 

Coupling the two facts together, 
therefore, there is but one solution. 
That is “the hammer and the saw.” 

Atlanta is face to face with a 
problem and it must build more 
houses to solve that problem. 

{t is conservatively estimated 
that it will take five thousand new 
homes in Atlanta and her imme- 
diate suburbs to meet the demands 
between this date and the first of 
January, 1920. That is conserva- 
tive,

It is now 
unlawful to keep any foods on side- 
walks or in any way exposed to 
dust or insects. 

Follow the Clock. 

The clock goes forward Sunday 
night, March 39. If you follow the 
clock you will gain an hour of day- 
light for rest and. recreation. If 
you have beén observing 6 o’clock 
or 6:30 p. m. as the closing hour 
for your po kep it up— it’s a good 
thing. ollow the clock; that is, 
gO by the peal time of the clock. 
A good, strong committee, V. Chele- 
na, chairman, is now at work to in- 
augurate a standard hour for clos- 
ing. Mr. Chelena has appointed 
one hundred vice chairmen over sub- 
committees. These vice chairmen 
“agreements” to 
which thev are obtaining the signa- 
tures of all retail grocers and butch- 
ers in the city. The agreement is 
of simple form and reads: “We, the 
undersigned, agree to close our 
stores at 7 p. m. during the week, 
and 10 o’clock on Saturdays.”

POORLY MARKED 
PACKAGES COSTS 
THOUSANDS YEARLY 


The express and freight compa- 
nies all over the country have ac- 
cumulated large piles of unclaimed 
packages that have been lost 
through carelessness in marking or 
by using a method of marking that 
becomes easily obliterated. Thou- 
sands of dollars are lost every year 
by the jobbers alone. The freight

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Madeleine Bleriot, Who Extols the American Husband. 


HE American man makes the best husband in the world. 

He asks little and gives much. His wife may be ex- 

travagant, selfisn or bad-tempered; he bears all this 
with supreme patience, eshing only that she love him. No 
other nation—not even my own—can produce such perfection 
as the married American man.” 

It was a petite Frenchwoman who spoke. Enthusiasm 
gluwed in her eyes. She was the sister of Bleriot, the in- 
ventor, whose bust adorns every city in France and who was 
head of the French air fleet during the war. Madeleine 
Bleriot had married an American, to the consternation of her 
family, who naively expressed amazement that an American 
could prove to be so likeable and delightful. The convent- 
bred Parisienne, now a French-American widow, knows 
whereof she speaks. 

“Indeed,” she went on, “the American husband has only 
two faults, and they are inherent only in individuals and do 
not truly belong to the species. The first drawback is the 
most common—the American man has two wives—he is mar- 
ried to his business as well as to his wife. Men in this coun- 
try of yours devote too much attention to business. Some- 
times this absorption operates against ideal domestic bliss, 
but when the wife is clever enough to achieve priority over 
the business ner union is ideal. ® 

“Still, no matter how much his business occupies him, the 
cheerful disposition of the American man rises superior to 
everything. That is one of the fascinating, adorable traits 
of the American man-—he is so cheerful, so buoyant in his 
optimisin, so happy in his outlook on life. That, perhaps, is 
the reason why an American man usually possesses the rare 
power of leaving his business perplexities and cares at his 
office and coming home cheerful toe his wife. He brings 
cheerfulness with him and the beam of his smile lights the 
answering smile in her face. 

“For another thing,” emphasized this French critic, “the 
American husband is a good -ompanion. He is always ready 
fem share his sports and his pleasures with his wife. To him 
(aby not merely the head of his domestic machine, but the 

desired and desirable above ali others; his confidant 


and his friend. I like that idiom of your country —‘friend 
wife’—it is a term that implies such happy companionship 
and unity of interests. 

“Then the American husband likes to be appreciated and, 
in turn, he is always eager to exhibit his pride in his wife. 
Can you imagine any more potent force for happiness than 
mutual appreciation and admiration between husband and 
wife? It warms the heart and kceps the hearth-fires burn- 
ing. Besides, every true woman is an idolator. She makes 
an idol of her husband and it exactly fits in with her disposi- 
tion to have a husband who appreciates and enjoys her wor- 
ship of him and who is amenable to and likes her caresses. 
Woman, to be happy, must have an outlet for her emotions 
of aifection and a husband who not only submits to but de- 


_lights im her caresses is, indeed, treasure trove. 


“Another marked characteristic of the American man is 
his liberality. An American husband who is ‘true to type’ 
not only gives his wife all she wants, he does more, he in- 
dulges her every caprice, and his liberality differs from that 
of men of other nations in this respect: he never demands an 
accounting from his wife. It might, perhaps, sometimes be 
better if he did so, but that is neither here nor there. The 
American man and his wife, although one, are not the same. 

“I do not reflect on the men of my own country when |! 
say this. The French husband gives his wife all she wants. 
He is liberal toward her within reason, but when he gives 
her a sum he has a way of asxing afterwasds, ‘What did you 
do with that money ”’ 

“Whether this habit has any connection with the ac- 
knowledged thrift of French wives I cannot say,” laughed 
the speaker. “But it is true that if a woman spends money 
injudiciously or foolishly she does not like to be obliged to 
confess her folly.. The French husband expects and requires 
from his wife an accounting of his largesse. The American 
husband usually fills his wife’s purse, turns his back, and she 
does what she pleases with it. 


“Perhaps {it sounds almost paradoxical to say of this 
ideal American man that in some ways the French husband 
appears to his disadvantage where connubial bliss is con- 
cerned. While the American man showers his wife with every 
token of devotion and she realizes the boundless affection so 
expressed, the French husband _is more demonstrative in his 
tenderness. He is a good lover, and every woman delights 
in having a lover for a husband. 

“Then, too, the French husband is ever mindful of the 
femininity of his wife. He considers her dependent on him 
not only for her subsistence but for everything, and it is his 
habit to attend to all the little details incident to her comfort. 
When an American man and his®wife travel he gives her a 
generous supply of money and, with her American inde- 
pendence, she looks out for herself. Where the French wife 
would have nothing to do but enter and leave a trein, the 
American wife, likely as not, buys the tickets and orders the 
conveyance. | 

“Another thing: The love of love is highly developed in 
the American man and that makes it easy for his wife to 
manage him. A woman can turn her American husband 
around her finger if only she loves him. Her love is so 
necessary to her husband’s happiness that he would rather 
go without his dinner than without her kiss, and this. de- 
pendence upon her affection is very sweet to any wife. 

“And then it must be owned the American man is con- 
siderate. His I like to think, permeates al] the 
acts of his life.

“But the American husband has one serious habit: in 
America too. many husbands drink. I am glad the habit is 
not general because it is the curse of families and the cause 
of heart-break and divorces. Barring this drawback in occa- 
sional American husbands, viewed in comparison with men 
of all other nations, the American husband, in my opinion.
